1-A late comers get tagged by new ruling 


_ WASHINGTON (AP)-Still plugging holes in its draft 
lottery system, the administration has knocked down 
the chance of escaping induction by becoming I-A late in 
the year. 


The Selective Service System announced Wednesday a 
three-month extension of draft liability for any I-A man 
whose draft board has reached his lottery number but 
who has not been drafted by the end of the year. 


The aim is to prevent the unfairness of drafting one . 


man according to the lottery of last December and then 
passing up another man with a lower lottery number just 
because he became available along with a crowd of other 
low-numbered men after the manpower needs were 


filled. 

That is the kind of situation created by the mid-year 
graduation of hundreds of thousands of college students, 
many holding lower numbers than those already called. 


The time it takes to process such men into I-A status 
leaves them unavailable for a draft call until late in the 
year, and the Pentagon has been unwilling to wait that 
long for recruits. 


The move leaves unsolved, however, a related fairness 

problem—that of the men already drafted to meet 
Pentagon needs because the latecomers were not 
available sooner. 


The carryover men will tend to benefit the new 


manpower pool facing next year’s draft, while this year’s 
pool sends extra men in their place. 

The carryovers will, in fact, be drafted for 1971 calls 
even before the regular 1971 manpower pool is touched. 
Their draft priority will be second only to that of 
volunteers during next January, February and March. 

Selective Service officials said they have no estimate of 
how many men will be carried over with this 
three-month extended liability. 

Selective Service has placed a ceiling of No. 195 
nationwide this year, meaning the more than 4,000 local 
boards may not call men with higher numbers. But 
below that ceiling the boards have reached widely 
varying upper numbers.

Attorney General John M. Mitchell 
announced im Washington Tuesday that 
Sacramento State College, along with 
campuses in 30 other states, will be 
visited by top officials of the U.S. Justice 
Department in October and November.

EOP offers reward 


for helping needy

“A position in the Educational 
Opportunities Department of 
Sacramento State College offers a 
challenging reward as well as an 
opportunity to help needy 
students,” said James J. Ware Jr. 
of his new position as assistant 
director of EOP at SSC. 

Ware, 39, feels that he is well 
qualified for the position which 
consists mainly of public relations 
work for the program. He also 
feels EOP is one of the state’s 
finest prcgrams and would like to 
make it that way on a national 
level. He says,“Due to my 22 
years experience with youth in 
the USAF, my specialized training 
as a secondary teacher, my 
experience as an administrative 
officer, coupled with my duties as 
a counselor and my desire to work 
at the college level, I feel that I 
can adequately fill this position.” 

In the Air Force, Ware was a 
First Sergeant and his duties 
included counseling, training, 
teaching, motivating and 
otherwise being a daddy away 
from home to 160 to 280 airmen. 
He retired from the Air Force 
with honors including a 
Meritorious Service Medal, three 
Commendation medals, and a 
Good Conduct Medal, in June of 
this year. 

Ware’s experience as a reading 
development instructor in 
Germany should be of particular 
use to him since 90% of the 
students in the program have 
reading deficiencies which hamper 
learning. The program offers 
remedial reading and writing 
classes as well as tutorial service to 
help the students. 

Students in the program need 
not meet entrance requirements 
though they are carefully screened 
for intellectual and academic 
abilities. In order to be eligible for 
the program a student must be 
underprivileged and, if under 18, 
have a high school diploma.

For those students who have 
registered at the Student 
Employment Service and have not 
heard any word as of yet, better 
make it down to the Temporary 
Building TWX and give your class 
schedules to either Mrs. Rogers or 
Mrs. White.

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Disadvantaged students who are 
able to meet entrance 
requirements can find help 
elsewhere therefore they are not 
included in this program. This 
year EOP is helping about 667 
students with an outlay of around 
$366,000. There is also a lengthy 
waiting list of eligible, though 
unaccepted students. 

Ware, who is married and the 
father of 2 young children has as 
one of his immediate goals for the 
program the formation of an EOP 
alumni group to give financial and 
moral support to the program and 
the students in it. Ware stressed 
the importance of alumni who 
have gone through the program to 
‘“‘reach down and help your 
brother.”
